
 
INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT 

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 6, 2003 – 0530 MST 
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2 

 
 

CURRENT SITUATION: 
 
Initial attack activity was light nationally, with 138 new fires reported.  One large fire was 
contained in the Southern California Area.  Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in 
Arizona and Georgia.  
 

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA AREA LARGE FIRES: 
 

A Unified Area Command has been established between a National Area Command Team 
(Mann), the California Department of Forestry & Fire Protection (Heil) and the San Bernardino 
County Fire Department (Wurl) to manage the Old and Grand Prix fires.   
 
GRAND PRIX, San Bernardino Unit, California Department of Forestry & Fire Protection.  A 
Type 1 Incident Management Team (Cable) is assigned.  This fire is in heavy chaparral, two 
miles west of Mira Loma, CA.  Smoldering was observed.   
 
PARADISE, Monte Vista Unit, California Department of Forestry & Fire Protection.  A California 
Department of Forestry & Fire Protection Type 1 Incident Command Team (Snell) is assigned.  
This fire is in heavy chaparral, six miles northeast of Escondido, CA.  Minimal fire activity was 
observed.   
 
PIRU, Los Padres National Forest.  This fire is in grass, brush and timber, 14 miles northwest of 
Santa Clarita, CA.  Minimal fire activity was reported.
